The Pennsyl- 
vania proprietors established a land 
office at Pittsburg in the spring of 
176S, but the westward extent of Penn- 
sylvania was so doubtful that most of 
those who took patents from this office 
were settled east of the Monongahela 
and Youghiogheny rivers, while into 
the country west of those streams 
the Virginians thronged and made set- 
tlements in all the valleys of what is 
now Southwestern Pennsylvania and 
the Panhandle of West Virginia.

was easier to secure land titles under 
Virginia than under Pennsylvania, for 
the Virginia fees were smaller, and, 
indeed, under thai colony the building 
of a cabin and the raising of a crop 
entitled a man to -100 acres, known as 
a settler's right, writes Edgar C. Hass- 
Jer in the Pittsburg Dispatch. 


A majority of the settlors preferred 


the authority of Virginia. The Scotch- 
Irish did not admire the Quaker gov- 
ernment at Philadelphia, because of its 
lack of combative energy, and not a 
few of the cmmigrants from Central 
Pennsylvania became partisans of Vir- 
ginia in the transmontane territory. 
Others who made their way into this 
new region wore reckless characters 
or fugitives from justice, who favored 
a disputed jurisdiction because, at 
least for a time, it meant no jurisdic- 
tion, no law and no taxes.
